A recent issue of the Rocky Mountain
News contains an eyeful of Interesting
gossip about well-kno- Union asso-
ciation players. The sourco of tho News's
information is "Buck" Weaver, in 1912
manager of the Snlt Lako team, and this
year catcher for the Great Falls band.
The News adds some guesses of Its own
to the things "Buck" took home with
him. For example, the News says the
Salt Lake grandstand was sot on Are by
local fans as a manifestation of their
Indignation at losing the pennant. Some
of the gossip the News haa followB:

"Buck" Weaver returned home last
week from Great Falls, Mont. MIb
team won the pennant in the, Union
association under the management of
"Sid" Hester. Three of "Buck's1'
pitchers went to the majors Wil-
liams Duffy and Delhi. Tho best
outfielder In the league was also sent
to Pittsburg by Great Falls. Ho was
Fred Kelly, Jack Hendricks's recruit
that he farmed to Great Falls at the
beginning of this season. Under
"Buck's" tuition Kelly changed his
stylo of hitting and Boon began to
Improve. Kelly hit about .U76 until
"Buck" rejolnod the team last June,
after a trip to Denver for his health,
asthma beginning to trouble him in
the Union association towns.

After Weaver rejoined the Great
Falls team. Kelly began to increase
his hitting percentage and tho pitch-
ers began to steady down and de-

velop. Boon the big league scouts
began to notice the success of the
Great Falls pitchers and in a short
time they wore grabbed up like hot
cakes. Kelly became the best out-
fielder in the league, boating out in-

field binglcs with great sprinting; In
fact, he was tho best man to get on
in the Union association. His hitting
increased from .275 to between .35o
and .400, and ho became the pick of
tho Union association.

Kelly's Mentor.
Hendricks paid considerable atten-- ,

tlon to Kelly during tho fore part of
the season, but the outfielder waa
not showing any improvement ovor
the form displayed on the spring
training trip and the Bears' manager
lost track of him, failing to exerciso
the option at tho proper time, thus

enabling tho Pittsburg scout to grab
the promising young outfielder. Of
course, Weaver's coaching had agreat deal to do with the remarkablo
improvement of the thrco pitchers
and Kelly and they will miss I1I3
genial good judgment and advice In
higher company.

"Buck" la wanted to manage sev-
eral teams In tho Union, but ho
prefers to draw a good salary as a
player and slough tho onerous respon-
sibilities of the managerial end. There
aro quite a few good ball players
who believe "Buck" shows good
Judgment in Bloughing tho managerial
end so long as ho is in good demand
as a player.

Woolum's Record.
Bart Woolums returned home from

Ogden last week. Bart was sold by
Sioux City to Ogden several months
ago and made a great record for
himself In the Union association. He
may go to tho Pacific coast to play
winter ball and has a good chance
to start next season with "Happy"
Hogan's Venice team in the Paclflo
Coast league. The Ogden manage-
ment Is now dickering with Hogan
for Woolum's services.

Bart had Jimmy Moorehead, Bandy
Balllnger and Al Itustenhavcn for
teammates this season at Ogden. Bal-llng- or

Is now In Glenwood Springs
and will bo in Dohver soma time next
week. Rustenhaven Js dated to go
to the Northwestern league next year
and has been going fine. Moorehead
has secured a position in Ogden and
will likely stay ther0 this winter.

Bart says Paul Cobb didn't set the
Union association afire any more than
he did the Western, and lacked tho
"pep" necessary for a promising

Next Year's Prospects.
While Ogden finished in the cellar,

the team was well supported and the
outlook is good for a better showing
next year. Salt Lake, whllo consid-
ered tho best team in tho leaguo, al-

lowed Great Falls to noso them out,
and the fans were 30 angered that
they are supposed to have burnt down
the grandstand at Salt Lake at the
finish of tho season. Billy Davis had
a bad finish and Incurred tho ire of
tho betting contingent, but will Jour-
ney to tho coast and forgot his trials
and tribulations until next season.

Great Falls, while It won the flag,
would have finished with a consid-
erable financial deficit but for tho sale
of four players. "SUV Hester, out-
side of his Bftlary of ?S00 per month,
received a percentage of the money-secure- d

by tho sale of tho players,
and 13 said to hav0 ,'cleaned up 34000
on the season. Not so bad for a class
D managor.

IIILD PENNANT IS
HAD VU CAREER

Ten States Have HacI Honor

of Flying Champion-

ship Flag.

NEW YORK, Oct 4. Twenty-on- e

times have the pennant winners of the
country fought for thoorld's champion-
ship on the diamond.

The world's series will pass its twenty-nint- h

birthday, however, with the forth-
coming contest between the Giants and
Athletics. It first came Into being in
Now York in 18S4. when Providence, win-
ner of the National leaguo pennant,
played tho victorious Metropolitans New
York's Btandard hearers of the old
American association. There were lapses
In 1S01, and 1893 and a .big gap from 1S9S
to 1902, inclusive, and still anothor lapse
In 1904 whon no games were played, but
from 1884 to the present, oarrlng those
Intermissions, the post-seas- fight for
the zepex of the baBeboll world has been
an established custom.

The flag has flown In ten states dur-
ing this short generation. Once It
strayed west of the Mississippi river and,
breezed from a flagstaff in tho St Louis
park of the American association. This
was in 1886, twenty-seve- n years ago. It
stayed there but one season, came back
to Detroit and never since has crossed
the Father of Waters.
Flag Without a Home.

A flag without a home. It has floated
over eloven cities. Providence, Chicago,
St. Louis, Detroit. New York, Louisville,
Boston, Cleveland, Baltimore, Pittsburg
and Philadelphia all havo sent forth,
from timo to time, clubs that have fought
victorious battles for the trophy. Ono
hundred and thirty-fo- ur games have
stamped those teams in various years
premier baseball players of the world in
no uncertain brand. Nearly threo-fourt-

of tho games have gone to the
winners, although of recent years the
contests havo boon closor than they were
In the babyhood of the fight.

Nlnety-sovc- n of the 134 games have
been won by the teams which captured
tho flag. Thlrty-sevo- n have gone to the
losers. Fifteen times a National leaguo
club has won tho flog; once tho old
American association captured It; five
times It has floated over an American
leaguo park. In fact, tho American
league clubs havo 'been its keeper five
times out of nine years in which tho
American and National leaguo clubs have
played for It. For the past threo years
it has breezed over an Amorlcan league
park.

First winners of the world championship
were tho Providonco team, which defeated
New York threo Btralght games. Tho next
year, 1885, the flag wont to Chicago, Chi-
cago and St. Louis fought again for the

championship in 1836 and this time St
Louis triumphed. Detroit captured the
flag In 1887. In 1SSS It came to New York
for a two-ye- stay. Louisville got it in
1S00. Boston in 18.92 and New York again
in 1894. In 1S95 Cleveland won it in a
contest from Baltimore but the next year
the pld Baltimore Orioles took It away
from Cleveland to keep It for two years.
The Boston Americana took it in 1903,
first year of tho post-seas- fight between
National and American league pennant
winners. New York regained it In 1905.
The Chicago Nationals and Americans
fought for It in 190G and the White Sox
won 1L In 1907 and 190S the Chicago Na-
tionals won It easily from Detroit. Pitts-
burg took her place on the championship
map In 1909. tho Detroit team being de-

feated for tho third consecutive time in
the world's series games. For two years
thereafter the Philadelphia Athletics cap-
tured it Last year it went to the Bos-
ton Americans.

Six of tho elevon cities Providence, St
Louis, Detroit. Louisville, Clevoland, and
Pittsburg havo been world's champions
but one season. Two, Baltimore and Phil-
adelphia, havo been champions twice, Bal-
timore in 1S96 and 1897 and Philadelphia
In 1910 and 1911. Three times the flag
h8s floated over a Boston park, in 1S92,
1903, and 1913. New York and Chicago
havo each had it four times, the former
In 1S8S, 1889, 1S94 and 1905; the latter
In 1SS5, 190G, 1907 and 190S.
